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Really Have A Choice?

I have said repeatedly that the Repub- 
lican Party as now constituted, is simply 
perpetuating Roosevelt’s New Deal. If the 
Republicans were REAL Republicans, the 
first thing they’d do when they got into 
office, would be to throw out the whole New 
Deal; abolish every law passed since March 
4, 1933, and “go back” to Constitutional 
government. 

You can’t build the American form of 
government on a foundation of Socialism 
and Communism. Until we can find some 
Republicans who have the intestinal fortitude 
to abolish the New Deal, the national elec- 
tions will be little more than a farce. The 
public will simply have the choice of per- 
petuating the Roosevelt-Truman New Deal 
under a New Deal Republican president or a 
New” Deal. Democrat president, tweedle-dee, 
tweedle-dum. 

Sam Rayburn, House Speaker said in 
Chicago: 

“After four years I challenge any Re- 
publican anywhere, to put his finger on any 
changes they have made. I challenge them 
to show where anybody in this administra- 
tion, from the president down, has advocated 
the repeal of a single law we passed in the 
20 years of Democratic administration. 

“T say here and now that if the Demo- 
cratic party was socialistic, in putting these 
laws on the statute books, then the Republi- 
can party is equally socialistic for permitting 
them to remain on the statute books. 

“T believe in putting the blame where it 
really lies.” he said. “It belongs on the shoul- 
ders of the President of the United States. 
The people elected him as the chief execu- 
tive. He, and he alone, must bear the re- 
sponsibilities of his office and his administra- 
tion.” 

Speaking of what the Republicans call 
“creeping Socialism,’”’ he said. ‘“‘These same 
Republicans have embraced this brand of 
socialism during the last four years.” 

Unfortunately what Congressman Ray- 
burn said is all true. The Republican Party 
has simply been carrying on the New Deal 
program. They cannot deny this. Until Re- 
publicans launch a program to get rid of the 
New Deal the people will have nothing to 
vote for, and doubtless sixty million will ab- 


sent themselves from the polls since the elec- — 


tion will give them no choice except between 
two New Deal “puppets” either of. which will 
be manipulated from behind the scenes by 
the same Marxist crowd.

TOO MUCH ILLITERACY

When a poli- 
tician. announces that he wants something 
NEW, you may well be suspicious that he 
thinks the Constitution of the United States 
is out-moded. He may have in mind scrap- 
ping it—as F. D. R. attempted to do—and 
as he largely did when he inaugurated his 
NEW Deal. The New Deal turned out to be 
a replica of the Communist blueprint for a 
Red world. 

Anyone above the stage of a moron 
should know by this time that all “change” 
is not necessarily “progress.” Russia chang- 
ed from the Czars to Bolhevism. Was it 
progress? America changed from Constitu- 
tional Government to Roosevelt Marxism. 
Was it progress? No! Getting stuck in.the 
cesspool of Marxism. is not “progress.” The 
only road to progress is to “go back” to the 
main track.

defend that, anything they say against 
Socialism or Marxism in the New Deal will 
be ineffective. 

Experts have figured that by 1975 the 
Social. Security benefits will require 66% of 
America’s total income—in order to meet 
them. We are now paying more than the 
other 34% of our total income in taxes, 
This means that by 1975—in just 19 years, 
this country will be totally bankrupt—even 
if Republicans retain only ONE Socialist 
measure—the Social Security. 

Thus, the seeds of destruction of the 
American form of government are already 
sown—sown by the Roosevelt Marxists. This 
country will die—as far as being a free 
nation is concerned—in less than two de- 
cades, if real Republicans and real Demo- 
crats do not do something to get rid of the 
Socialist New Deal. 

There is no way to abolish it piece by 
piece. The country would be destroyed be- 
fore we could root out all of the Marxist 
SAPlings. The only way to save America is 
to abolish the whole New Deal in one stroke. 
Repeal every law passed since March 4, 1933 
and build again on an “American” founda- 
tion instead of on the Bolshevik Russian 
foundation upon which'the New Deal is built. 
It'll take Republicans and Democrats with 
“outs” to do that. Where are you going to 
get them? 

It appears to me if F. D. R. had the 
brazen effrontery to walk into the White 
House and practically abolish the American 
form of government, there ought to be a 
few men and women among 167,000,000 
who would have the intestinal fortitude to 
demand a return to Constitutional Ameri- 
canism. 

Or are we at the point where all of your 
big news-gathering and news-disseminating 
agencies are so thoroughly dominated by 
Marxists that anyone who suggested going 
baek to ‘the American form of government 
would be greeted by only sneers and jeers? 
Is the press so thoroughly “controlled” by 
Marxists that: the=press cannot build any 
“prestige” for a real American candidate: for 
office? 

Since FDR took the oath of office and 
hypocritically swore to uphold the Con- 
stitution which he did everything to de- 
stroy—there has been “freedom of speech” 
only for Left-Wing radicals and Communist 
Party members. Those who have opposed 
Communism have met'terrific opposition and 
many, if not most of them, have been 





silenced. 

Put anti-Communists back on the radio 
and if you give them the same right of 
“freedom of speech” as the Left-Wing radi- 
cals have had, the people of America will 
vote every Left-Winger out of office next 
November. But neither the present so-called 
Republicans or the present so-called Demo- 
erats will dare to accord free speech to those 
who “effectively” oppose Communism, and 
who tell where it originates.

HARRY THE TERRIBLE 


MEMORABILIA 





Some four hundred years ago there was 
a Russian Tsar who is known in history as 
“Ivan The Terrible’. (‘“Terrible’, by the 
way, is a wrong translation of the Russian 
word’ “GROZNY” which means, rather, 
“menacing” or “awe-inspiring” and...not 
“terrible”’). This Tsar had a very unfortu- 
nate youth, was neurotic, irritable, and, in 
all probability, mentally insane. He was, 
nevertheless, quite intelligent and was 
considered to be one of the best educated 
men of his age. With some reason he sus- 
pected the Russian aristocracy of that time, 
the Boyars, of plotting against him, and in 
one period of his reign he persecuted them 
bitterly and condemned to torture and death 
quite a few of those Boyars, not sparing 
their families and servants. Ivan, being a 
deeply religious man, was often tortured by 
his conscience, and led a most miserable 
life during the last years of his reign. Before 
his death (in 1584) he took the vows and 
died as a monk Jonah. His tragic figure in- 
spired many poets and playwrights, and he 
left a profound impression on the Russian 
folklore in which he is remembered not as a 
cruel 
compassion. 

It would be difficult to say how many 
frien perished during Ivan's “‘purges’’,

tyrant, but with reverence: and:

not exceed five thousand, or, more: probably, 
‘was even less than that, which, by our 


~ modern’“standards”, is practically nothing. 


The evil which Ivan did was, as we may 
say, on the “terrestrial plane” and died with 
him and his epoch. He: killed only the bodies 
but not the souls of his subjects, and he was 
himself a victim of his tormented mind and 
repenting soul. 

We have, however, still with us a person 
whose nefarious deeds dwarf those of un- 
fortunate Tsar Ivan, and who really deserves 
to be called “TERRIBLE”, terrible in his 
arrogant smugness and his complete lack of 
any pangs of remorse or regret which side 
of his character he boastfully displays at 
every opportunity. The crimes of this 
mediocre but fatal man are of such nature 
and magnitude that their poisonous fruits 
will plague the future generations for many 
years to come and may bring, finally, the 
downfall of the existing civilization. 

Only future historians—provided some- 
body will be left to write history after the 
next war—will be able to judge fully the 
immense harm done by Mr. Truman, but 
even now we can make a brief summary of 
the most important events of his terrible 
“reign”. 

KOREA 

The past knows many wars started to 
satisfy the pride of some of other over- 
ambitious potentate or even for:a woman's 
whim, : But. never millions of .human lives 
were sacrificed so! senselessly ‘for’ a big 
NOTHING as it happened in Korea. In fact, 


who can say what was the ultimate aim of 
the Truman Administration when it openly 
declared that both S. Korea and Formosa 
are OUTSIDE of the American perimeter of 
defense in the Far East, and substantiated 
this declaration by removing American 
troops from Korea leaving behind the 
purposefully underarmed Korean divisions 
deprived of heavy artillery, tanks and avia- 
tion?

Mr. Chairman, President Truman, Ladies 
and Gentlemen of this convention: 

Judging from what happened here last 
night the only satisfaction the people of 
Georgia will get out of this convention is 
the privilege of listening to the band play 
DIXIE and THE RAMBLING WRECK 
FROM GEORGIA TECH. 

With no criticism of our able presiding 
officer, the chairman of the Georgia delega- 
tion could not get recognized, just to ask 
that the Georgia delegation be recorded as 
voting NO. 

It is our privilege to be heard in these 
Democratic councils. Let me call your atten- 
tion to the fact that Georgia is the only 
state which has never forsaken the Demo- 
cratic Party. We shall not forsake it now. 
‘There is no haven of refuge for a Democrat 
in the Republican Party. 

Let me also call your attention to the 
fact that four years ago Georgia gave Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson and Sen. John Sparkman 
of Alabama, the greatest majority of any of 


the nine southern or border states which 
they carried in their race for President and 
Vice-President. 

Let me call your attention to the fact 
that four years ago Gov. Stevenson failed to 
carry a single state outside these sections.

The ONLY 
legislative body—according to Artiele I sec- 
tion 8 of the Constitution—is the CON- 
GRESS of the United States. The Congress 
of the USA knows that it would be, and is 
un-Constitutional to pass FEPC, civil rights 
laws etc., and IT HAS NEVER DONE SO— 
because these violate the Bill of Rights in 
the Constitution and deprive the majority of 
their rights. They are strictly “class’’ legisla- 
tion, or more truly “race” legislation. The 
Courts of the Land (including. the Supreme 
Court) may only pass upon the Constitution- 
ality of specific cases which are brought 
before them, and their decisions must be 
based upon the Constitution and upon prece- 
dent. | (It ‘has been ruled in American Juris- 
prudence that anything which violates the

Constitution is automatically null and void 
and of no effect—and this applies equally to 
the acts of the Supreme Court.) They have 
NO Constitutional authority to originate 
new legislation or to give NEW MEANING 
to the Constitution or any of its Amend- 
ments, or to by-pass many former decisions 
by their own Tribunal: otherwise, NO deci- 
sions by the Supreme Court are “infallible” 
or binding. Law, to BE law, must be con- 
stant. 

The CONSTITUTION is one of LAW, 
and of limited powers: no other thing was so 
strictly insisted upon by the Founding 
Fathers as this limitation—which is WHY 
we have a written Constitution, so that its 
provisions may not be arbitrarily changed. 
The powers and things on which the Con- 
gress might legislate were limited to 
eighteen general subjects as specified in 
Artitle I. One of the greatest Constitutional 
authorities, Thos. M. Cooley, said in his 
book, Constitutional Limitations: ‘The mean- 
ing of the Constitution is fixed when it is 
adopted, and it is not different at any subse- 
quent time when a court has occasion to 
pass upon it.” It does not vary from time to 
_ time, or from court to court, and it does not 
' (or should not) respond to political pres- 
sure. “That which it meant when adopted, it 
means now.” (See South Carolina vs. U.S. 
199 U.S. 437.) 

“In question of power, then” (said Thos. 
Jefferson, author of the Declaration of In- 
dependence), “Let no more be heard of con- 
fidence in MAN, but bind him down from 
mischief by the chains of the Constitution.” 

Upholding the Constitution—the SU- 
PREME LAW OF THE LAND—is much 
more vital than upholding any one man or 
set of men. 

I like Lee because our Gov. honors his 
oath of office in the doing of this very thing! 


MY PLATFORM 


My own personal platform: I am a 
Christian first (“It is better to obey God 
than man” in case of conflict): an American 
second: and a Republican third. I believe in 
a two-party system and in loyalty to the 
Party of one’s choice so long as it or its 
officials are true (first) to the Constitution 
of the land, and (second) to their own ideals 
and principles. But if they violate these 
principles, then my FIRST loyalty is to God 
and my country: my own principles then 
take precedence, and I must be free to ex- 
press my own convictions. He who is not 
true to himself cannot be true to anybody 
else. 

Some people make a blind rabid fetish 
out of Party loyalty—like Harry S. Truman. 
That is likewise what Communists must do: 
if they deviate or do not conform, they are 
liquidated.

Nowadays it seems to have become some- 
what routine (due to Minority pressure) to 
deprive anyone who is labeled “controver- 
sial” or non-comformist, of their Constitu- 
tional rights of free speech and press. 

I believe the foregoing stand is likewise 
that of our truly American Governor, J. 
Bracken Lee. 
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—(Contittued from page two)— 
second bomb was dropped on Nagasaki. It is 
approximately estimated that about 110,000 
persons, most ‘of:them women and children, 
were killed on the spot as the result of those 
two explosions; thus making Mr. Truman 
the holder of the world record for the fast 
extermination of mankind expressed in 
L/S,—lives per second.
